To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  for 
the  support  of  schools.

Which  amount  must  be  exhausted  before  he  will  be  of  any  expense 
to  the  town. 

And  now  to  those  who  are  not  conversant  with  Mr.  Brown's  physi- 
cal condition  it  is  well  to  explain  in  detail.  Thirty  years  ago  he  was 
injured  internally  by  a  fall  from  a  building  and  again  five  years  ago 
by  being  thrown  and  dragged  by  a  cow,  since  which  time  he  has 
been  confined  to  crutches,  is  unfortunate  to  that  extent  that  he 
rarely  leaves  his  room,  is  unable  to  properly  care  for  himself  in 
those  matters  which  are  of  the  greatest  importance,  unavoidably 
making  a  washing  of  bed  and  underclothing  absolutely  necessary 
every  day,  and  very  often  of  underclothing  twice  a  day. 

Suffice  it  to  say  that  he  is  in  constant  need,  or  very  nearly  so,  of 
the  same  care  and  attention  given  to  an  infant  child,  and  the  $5.00 
per  week,  which  is  being  paid  for  his  care  and  support,  is  not  an 
unreasonable  compensation  so  long  as  his  present  condition  remains 
unchanged.    However,  if  there  are  those  who  are  qualified  to  and 
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will  care  for  him  as  his  needs  require  for  a  less  compensation,  un- 
doubtedly the  new  board  of  overseeis  would  be  pleased  to  confer 
with  them.  The  best  interests  of  the  town  are  served  when  its  de- 
serving poor  are  cared  for  kindly  and  well.

In  reference  to  the  Ida  Ham  child: 

The  Ida  Ham  female  child  has  been  legally  adopted  by  Warren  S. 
and  Helena  M.  Bartlett.  We  have  paid  them  $150,  the  amount 
which  would  be  required  to  care  for  the  child  three  years,  and  the 
agreement  entered  into,  which  is  legally  executed,  is  that,  should 
the  child  die  within  three  years  from  the  date  of  adoption,  they  are 
to  refund  to  the  town  such  proportional  part  of  the  $150  as  would 
be  due  reckoned  on  a  basis  of  $50  a  year,  and  to  secure  this  agree- 
ment they  have  given  to  the  town  a  mortgage  deed  of  their  real 
estate. 

No  appropriation  was  made  for  this  specific  purpose,  but  viewing 
the  matter  from  a  business  standpoint  we  were  led  to  embrace  this 
opportunity  to  relieve  the  town  of  what  might  be  cause  for  future 
great  expense,  trusting  that  our  efforts  in  that  direction  would 
meet  your  approval.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  appropriation  for 
support  of  poor,  however,  very  nearly  covers  the  amount  advanced. 
It  gives  us  pleasure  to  add  that  the  child  has  a  splendid  home, 
which  is  fortunate  alike  for  the  child  and  the  town. 
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The  Neal  boy  is  with  Jesse  Holden  to  remain  one  year  from  the 
10th  day  of  November,  1897.  The  agreement  between  the  town  and 
Mr.  Holden  is  that  the  boy  shall  attend  the  winter  term  of  school, 
and  be  properly  clothed  and  cared  for,'  without  any  expense  to  the 
town. 

Jane  Ham  is  with  Mrs.  S.  R.  Marean,  50  cts.  per  week. 

Melissa  Cummings,  who,  it  will  be  remembered,  is  totally  blind, 
is  with  Mrs.  Emma  Edwards,  $2.00  per  week. 

Veranous  Stone,  who  also  is  totally  blind,  is  with  his  sister,  Mrs. 
Alonzo  Small,  $1.75  per  week.

The  expenses  were  not  so  great  as  last  year,  for  the  reason  that  a 
saving  was  made  in  the  labor  acct.  and  again  on  the  furniture  by 
dealing  directly  with  the  manufacturers.  We  were  not  obliged  to 
purchase  so  many  desks  by  four,  as  that  number  was  removed  from 
the  house  in  Dist.  No.  2.  Each  house  now  has  a  seating  capacity  of 
40. 

PERMANENT  SCHOOL  FUND. 

As  there  are  so  very  many  who  are  unacquainted  with  the  origin  of 
the  permanent  school  fund,  we  think  it  would  be  of  interest,  to 
them  at  least,  should  we  devote  some  space  in  this  report  to  an  ex- 
planation. 

The  reservation  of  1,000  acres  of  land  in  every  township,  commonly 
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known  as  school  lands,  comes  from  an  old  regulation  of  Massachu- 
setts adopted  while  Maine  was  still  a  part  of  that  Commonwealth. 

At  that  time  our  State  was  known  as  the  District  of  Maine,  and 
was  divided  into  the  counties  of  York,  Cumberland  and  Lincoln. 
The  unsettled  portions  of  the  territory  were  commonly  referred  to 
by  the  Massachusetts  legislature  as  the  "Eastern  Lands." 

In  order  to  encourage  the  settlement  of  these  "Eastern  Lands"  the 
legislature  of  Massachusetts  in  1788  enacted  a  law  providing  that  in 
the  disposition  of  all  towns  thereafter,  four  lots,  of  820  acres  each, 
should  be  reserved  for  certain  purposes  in  each  and  every  township, 
whether  sold  or  granted. 

The  purposes  for  which  these  lots  were  reserved  were  as  follows: 
The  first  was  "for  the  first  settled  minister"  in  the  township  and 
was  known  as  the  "minister  lot."  The  second  was  for  the  "use  of 
the  ministry"  and  known  as  the  "ministerial  lot."  The  third  was 
for  the  support  of  the  common  schools  in  that  township  and  became 
known  as  the  "school  lot,"  while  the  fourth  was  reserved  "for  the 
future  disposition  of  the  State,"  and  was  known  as  the  "State-dot." 

By  the  articles  of  separation  of  1820,  when  we  became  an  indepen- 
dent state,  it  was  provided  that  Maine  should  carry  out  all  the  regu- 
lations regarding  the  sale  and  settlement  of  the  wild  lands,  em- 
braced in  the  plan  originally  adopted  by  Massachusetts,  unless  the 
consent  of  that  State  was  obtained  for  any  change  in  policy. 

Consequently  for  several  years  after  Maine  became  a  State,  in  the 
sale  or  grants  of  all  Maine  towns  for  whatever  purpose,  these  several 
lots  were  reserved  in  accordance  with  the  plan  adopted  in  1788.  In 
1832  Maine  changed  the  law  providing  for  the  disposition  of  these 
lots  for  various  purposes,  to  take  effect  when  Massachusetts  con- 
sented  to  the  new  arrangement. 
•  ^ 

By  the  new  law  the  minister's  claim  was  ignored  except  in  cases 
where  the  title  had  become  vested;  for  by  the  new  provision  all  the 
land  reserved  in  each  new  township  (the  acreage  having  been  prev- 
ously  changed  to  1,000  for  each  full  township)  was  to  be  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  schools  in  that  township. 

The  fund  created  by  the  sale  of  grass  and  timber  from  these  lots, 
together  with  the  money  received  for  the  land  itself,  was  to  be  a 
permanent  fund  for  the  benefit  of  the  schools.  The  selectmen, 
treasurer  and  clerk  of  the  several  towns  were  constituted  a  board  of 
trustees  to  care  for  this  fund,  using  the  interest  only,  for  the  pur- 
poses indicated. 
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In  several  towns  of  the  State  this  fund  is  still  kept  intact  and  the 
interest  is  added  each  year  to  the  funds  derived  from  other  sources 
for  the  support  of  schools.  In  other  towns,  in  order  to  simplify 
matters,  the  money  was  loaned  to  the  town  and  these  towns  raise,  in 
addition  to  the  amounts  required  by  law,  a  sum  equivalent  to  the  in- 
terest on  this  fund. 

No  town  has  ever  had  the  right  to  appropriate  its  permanent 
school  fund  to  any  use  except  to  that  for  which  it  was  originally  in- 
tended. The  law  provides  that  this  fund  shall  be  permanent  forever 
and  every  town  has  accepted  this  obligation,  and  towns  that  have 
failed  to  meet  these  obligations  should  restore  the  funds  that  have 
been  misapplied. 

These  funds  belong  to  the  public  schools  of  the  several  towns,  and 
if  any  towns  have  intentionally  or  carelessly  allowed  them  to  be  lost 
or  misapplied,  the  loss  must  be  made  good  and  the  fund  restored  to 
its  original  amount. 

At  different  times,  dating  back  to  January  1st,  1867,  the  town  hir- 
ed this  $2,000  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  its  obligations,  giving  its 
notes  therefor  bearing  interest  at  six  per  cent.,  payable  annually  and 
to  be  used  for  the  purpose  named  in  the  grant.  Undoubtedly,  the 
town  will  never  be  called  upon  to  redeem  this  note,  nevertheless,  it 
must  be  regarded  as  a  debt,  and  should  the  town  fail,  at  any  time,  to 
appropriate  the  interest,  $120,  each  year,  to  the  use  and  for  the  ben- 
efit of  its  common  schools,  the  heirs,  beyond  all  question  of  doubt, 
would  have  the  right  of  recovery.

The  following  is  the  law  in  regard  to  Road  Commissioner: — 

Section  4.  Each  town  at  its  annual  meeting  shall  elect,  by  ballot, 
a  road  commissioner  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  repairs  of  all  high- 
ways and  bridges  within  the  town  and  shall  have  authority  to  em- 
ploy the  necessary  men  and  teams,  and  purchase  timber,  plank  and 
other  material  for  the  repair  of  highways  and  bridges.  Said  com- 
missioner shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duty,  give 
bonds  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  selectmen,  and  be  responsible  to 
them  for  the  expenditure  of  money,  and  discharge  of  his  duties  gen- 
erally. The  compensation  of  said  commissioner  shall  be  such  sum 
as  the  town  shall  annually  vote  therefor,  which  sum  shall  in  no  case 
be  less  than  two  dollars  per  day,  of  every  day  of  actual  service;  and 
he  shall  render  to  the  selectmen  monthly  statements  of  his  expendi- 
tures, and  receive  no  money  from  the  treasury  only  on  the  order  of 
the  selectmen. 

Section  5.  No  person  can,  at  the  same  time,  hold  the  office  of 
road  commissioner  and  selectman. 

Section  6.  Seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  highway  taxes  assessed 
shall  be  expended  upon  the  highways  prior  to  the  fifteenth  day  of 
July,  and  the  balance  at  such  time  as  the  commissioner  deems  for 
the  best  good  of  the  public. 

Section  8.  Said  commissioner  shall  keep  accurate  accounts,  show- 
ing in  detail,  all  moneys  paid  out  by  him,  to  whom  and  for  what  pur- 
pose; he  shall  settle  his  accounts  on  or  before  the  twentieth  day  of 
February,  annually,  and  the  same  shall  be  reported  in  the  annual 
town  report  in  detail.

COXCLUSIOX. 


The  schools,  the  past  year,  have  been  more  pleasing  to  me,  on  the 
whole,  than  ever-before.  Our  school  buildings,  with  few  excep- 
tions, are  in  good  condition.  The  schoolhouse  on  May  berry  Hill 
needs  repairs,  as  the  floor  and  doors  are  in  very  bad  condition.  The 
school-rooms  at  Webb's  Mills  and  at  Cook's  Mills  can  be  made  more 
attractive  at  small  expense,  by  whitening  the  ceiling  and  papering 
the  walls.  With  a  few  other  minor  repairs,  our  school-buildings 
will  present  an  appearance  of  which  we  need  not  be  ashamed.  Our 
supply  of  books  can  be  kept  good,  only_by  an  annual  expenditure  of 
$75  to  $100.  I  would  suggest  that  the  sum  of  $150  be  appropriated 
for  books  and  the  repairs  of  school-buildings. 

That  all  may  act  understandingly  upon  questions  that  must  come 
before  the  next  annual  town  meeting,  I  submit  the  following: 

LAWS  IX  FORCE  AFTER  MARCH  1,  1898. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  town  in  1898,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
elect  three  members  of  the  superintending  school  committee,  as  the 
terms  of  office  of  all  members  of  the  existing  committee  will  expire 
at  that  time.  The  school  committee  at  its  first  meeting  shall  desig- 
nate by  lot  a  member  to  serve  for  one,  two  and  three  years  respec- 
tively, in  manner  as  follows:  one  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years, 
and  one  for  three  years,  and  they  shall  certify  such  designation  to 
the  town  clerk,  to  be  by  him  recorded. 

The  superintending  school  committee,  at  its  first  meeting  after 
the  annual  town  meeting,  shall  elect  a  superintendent  of  schools, 
who  shall  not  be  one  of  their  number,  but  who  shall  be  ex-officio 
secretary  of  the  committee,  but  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote. 

Provided,  however,  that  the  town  may,  if  they  prefer  so  to  do, 
elect  a  superintendent  of  schools  at  the  annual  meeting,  but  such 
action  does  not  relieve  towns  from  the  election  of  a  superintending 
school  committee  as  provided  above.
